HOME OPENED. 

GIVEN TO THE FORESTERS BY 

oronhyatekha. 

A four storey building that would 
be an ornament to any city, and a 
credit to any organization, adornn the 
western portion of Foresrers. Island 
Park A year ago Dr. Oronbyaiekba 
gratified the members of the order, 
and the public, by gift of one half of 
Poresterb’ Island to the Independent 
Order of Foresiere, as a site for an 
Orphans Home, to be the crowning 
work of his life. The work has been 
going on for nearly a year, and the 
building was dedicated on fcjunday. 
On Saturday a great gathering 
occurred. 

I’he home fronts the mainland, and 
is dieceroabie for a long distance ; is 
150 feet in length by 50 ft-et in width. 

The walla are f-olid concrete, covered 
without and wiili n by ornamental 
metallic sheeting, it is practically 
hreproof, and with proper taro imier- 
vious to the effects of time and weather. 
It is surmounted by fi i e battlemeuted 
towers, the-central one of which is 
over eighty feet high, Itnding an ioi- 
posing and striking appearance. A 
tine porch, supported by massive 
Corinthian columns marks the main 
entrance. Two veiandahs twelve feet 
in width extend along the front and 
both ends of the building at the second 
and third storeys. The rtcepect on iiall, 
thirty feet by twenty feet, is uno of 
the features of tlie interior, in cuu- 
juction with a fine oaken stairway. 

The internal arrangements are com¬ 
modious. In the hist storey will be 
the heating apfiliances. storage rooms 
and work shops, on the main floor 
Buperintendent's apurlmrnts, various 
offices, a dining-room, sevoiiry-six 
feet by twenty feet, girla' dormity^etc. 

Ou the third floor will be school 
rooms, boys’dormitory, etc The 1 h 
storey will be laid out and finished as 
increasing attendance may suggest. 
The building has been wirea for electric 
lighting. Plans are being prepared 
for an annex lid fett by 40 ftet, three 
storeys high, and also for a cold 
storage room sixty feet by tvventyfour 
feet. These will be proceeded with as 
funds available will permit. Much 
nas been done toward improving and 
beautifying the grounds. A wharf at 
which any of the lake steamers can 
conveniently land, has been built. At 
present tbeie is sixtcpu feet of water at 
the dock. 

The supreme chief has given his per¬ 
sonal attention to the woik, and this 
building and its leuevolint work will 
be one of the enduring monuments to 
his ability and practical benevolence. 
He has more than once stated that he 
would rather be remembered by the 
oiphiincd children, who.r^e lives lie had 
lulped to brighten, and for whom ho 
fiad maclu the fu uro hopeful, than to 
ce noted in ilio field of science, litei- 
at ure or politics. 

Saturday was a gala day at Forest¬ 
ers’Island, where also Dr. Oronhya- 
teka’s spacious summer bouse is locat¬ 
ed, as well as Fcresiers’ hotel and 
several residences.

WAR NEWS. 


WEDNESDAY’S SUMMARY. 

The battle of Liaoyang, which will take 
its place in history as one of the most 
momentouB ever fought io Asia, was begun 
yesterday, and last night waa still undecid¬ 
ed. It will bo reanmed at dawn nnlesa 
Knropatkin carries oat the plan ascribed 
to him by French journalists and retreats 
to the north, leaving only enough men io 
Liaoyang to delay the .lapanese pursuit. 
The Times’ cable gives currooev to a rumor 
that retreat is po longer possible, as two 
divisions of .Japanese have succeeded in 
getting astride of the railway between 
Mukden and Liaoyang. 

The Kussiaus hold a Eemi oircnlar poeit- 
ion extending from tlio railway on the 
southwest to the Taitse River on the norfh- 
oast. This lino is about nine miles 
long, and it sweeps around the oity at a 
distance of four to four and a half miles. 
The Japanese are delivering their main 
attack along the roads leading from Uai- 
Cheng and the Motion Pass. Kuroki on 
the northeast is following a road which 
winds along the banks of the Taitse. The 
Russians seem to be rsHistlng this advance 
most strenuously. If Kuropatkin is to bo 
hemmed in it must be by Kuroki’s attack 
at this point. This, of course, must be on 
ihe assumpiion that there is no truth in 
the statement that be has detached a corps 
which has already cut the railway further 
north. The troops landed ut Newebwang 
are menacing the RuHsians from the west, 
but the Russiau cavalry yesterday in 
the first charge over open ground 
since the war began, repulsed the Japanese 
advance in this direotioii. 

Thu attack on the Ruaoian centre seems 
to have been of the most determined 
nature. The tacties of tlt« Yalu and 
Telissu were repeated. For hours the 
Japanese poured shrapnel upon the Rue- 
siau hue from hundreds of guns,. The 
infantry then advanced to the assault and 
hand io huud lighting followed. l)f the re¬ 
sult nothing detitiite has yet transpired, 
and WH may tiierefore conclude that the 
issue IS still in the balance.

THURSDAY’S SUMMARY. 

There are to-day a few laconic despatches 
from St. Petersburg and not a single line 
from Tokio as to the progress of tln* *^ittle 
of Jhaoyang, which continued yeet?^||^'. 
The Kussiaus claim that on Monday they 
took forty-^ix guns, which were brooght in 
triumph to General Kuropatkin. This is 
certainly a mistake, because lU guns repre¬ 
sent a lar^ part of the held artillery of the 
Japanese frmy, and only after a great dis¬ 
aster would ihe J;i[)anose abandon so many 
guns. There must, of course, be manv 
hundred Maxima and pom-poms in the 
regimental eijuiment of both armies, but to 
speak of iliem as ‘•guiib” is simply moon¬ 
shine. When Japan takes “guns"—and 
she has secured over a hundred sines the 
war began they have been standard held 
artillery weapons. 

The assertions iliat two -lapanese bat¬ 
talions have been cut ctf and forced to sur¬ 
render, and tliat last evening the Russians 
were advancing south along ihe rail wav, 
arc more likely to bo true. The .Japanese 
attempt to break the Jlussian centre to the 
east of the lailway has evidently failed, 
and It is nalnral to suppose that the ItiHs- 
ians Would in rolling back the attack ad¬ 
vance beyond their criginal positions. Np 
one, I'.owpver, .supposes that t>ie decisive

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THEY HATE THE NOISE. 

Even Men o* War Find Battle 
Roar Annoying. 

“Men-o’war’s men in action are 
more concerned over the noiso of the 
ship's guns than over the danger of 
being hit by missiles from the guns 
of the enemy,” remarked an officer of 
the navy who has smelled powder In 
actual naval warfare. “They can, 
in a measure, get away from the 
thought of being hit, because they 
are too buej' at the stations to con¬ 
sider that chance. But there is no 
getting away from the noise of your 
own guns. 'Phat can’t be forgot or 
warded off. The man are, in fact, so 
absorbed in waiting for the barbar¬ 
ous detonations from thoir own 
huge barkers, and in trying to neu¬ 
tralize the effect of the concussion, 
that they hardly think of the projoc- 
tiles from the guns of the enemy. 

“That it is the noise oi their own 
guns that they abhor, and that only 
is shown by the fact that men-o - 
war's men do not dread a battle 
more than they dread target practico 
with the big guns. They are proud 
of their proficiency with the gigantic 
shooting Irons, and keen is the ship 
and fleet competition at the business 
of shooting ut the anchored mark. 
But the keenest among them hateo 
and abominates the noiso. The men 
simply can’t helj* making wry faces 
over the announcement of ship or 
fleet target practico w’ith the main 
batteries. This dread of the roar¬ 
ing of the great guns Is no indica-* 
lion of timidity on the part of the 
men who feel it the stronge.st. It i.s 
purely a physical dread, a shrinking 
of the body, and not of the mind.

Th# Board of Haalth of Now York 
hava been axperimentlng aucoeaafully 
with an out*of<loor treatment for 
tha consumptive poor on North Bro- 
tbar’a Island. Some flfty-aix men 
ara there at present. 

Several patients have already been 
dfiacharged from tha Island cured. 
With practically all the patien-ta the 
treatment has met with the mogt 
gratifying results. The cures w'hich 
have been worked are the more re¬ 
markable since nearly all the patients 
treated have been extreme cases, 
says the New York Herald. 

The fresh air treatment, which is 
generally considered something of a 
luxiny id given entirely fre^. It is 
ths nrst time that any mueilcipallty 
in the world has offered this oppor¬ 
tunity to Its poor or to deoerving 
patients. The Idea of including tho 
treatment among ihoso of the Health 
I>epartmcnt originated with Dr, Her¬ 
man Higgs, the well-known bacteriol¬ 
ogist . 

It is to him that credit is due for 
the care and Intelligence with which 
the department has been organized, 
and the remarkable re.sults which 
have already lieen obtained. The 
w'ork is under the direction of sever¬ 
al speciolists in tubercular diseases. 
The ward has bem examined by 
scores of physicians who are espec¬ 
ially Intercf/ted in the troalmiTv-t of 
this di.sease and the results arc b 4 v 
ing watched with great, interest 
throughout the country. 

The tubercular patients are at pre¬ 
sent quartered in two largo pavilions 
at the southern end of the North 
Brother Island. 

OPEN-AIR TREATMENT. 

The open-air treatment is being 
given an exhaustive test. In other 
words, the patients are surrounded 
with every comfort; they arc nursed 
by skilled nurses, while each case is 
diagnosed arkd watched by experts 
In tubercular diseases. Tt is safe 
to »ay that in eveiy'thing but the 
natural advantages of tho position 
the treatment gnven free by New York 
city is the equaf of any similar treat¬ 
ment in the country. 

The wards or pavilions set apart 
for this work arc large and roomy 
and csiMjcially designed for giving the 
patients plenty of fresh air and sun¬ 
light. .\ good third of wall space 
conF/ists of glass. Tho wards are 
fitted with all modern conveniences. 
The bathrooms are mt«-iel 8 of scien¬ 
tific cleanJines.s, as are the kitchens. 

The ceiling*! arc very high, giving 
the interiors a pleasant effect of 
spaciousness. The pavilions are 
steam-heated, although less attention 
is paid to temperature than to the 
quality of the air. The ventilation 
is considered so important an ele¬ 
ment of the treatment th.nt the win¬ 
dows are constructed to furnish an 
unlimited amount of fresh air. Since 
about a third of the wall consists 
of glass, it is possible by opening 
these to give the patients all the ad¬ 
vantages of living out of doors. 

COMFORTABLE HOUSING. 

I’he two pavllllons are occupied one 
by convaler.'cents and the other by 
the more advanced cases. The in¬ 
teriors are arranged much the same 
as nn.v ui>-to-date hospital. The cots 
are set in two long rows against 
the wall, with ample s|>ace between 
for chairs and table. Two meals 
are served on long tables in the mid¬ 
dle of the pavllllons. between the 
rows of beds. The patients are vis¬ 
ited here at regular intervals, and 
the results of the physicians’ visits 
are duly recorded on tablets hanging 
at the foot of the bed.

Rubber Sphere to Take Place 
Ship and be Propelled 
by Winds. 

A novel scheme to readh the jatle 
has been devised by Peter Nissen of 
Chicago, whose purpose it is to start 
himieelf in a gigantic air-bag and to 
bo blown northward over the Arctic 
ice and snow.

Peremmial Sow Thistle—T heee can 
be entirely killed in a elngle eeaeon by 
a properly worked corn or root crop. 
The main thing ie lo k ep them from 
ebowing above ground. As eoon as 
the thistle is allowed to giow up aod 
devt^Iop leaves it commeocea to store 
away plant food In its undergrouLd 
Rtrm and roots, so that by tha time ft 
is In full bloom It will have stored 
sufficient food lo live through another 
season, no matter what cultivation is 
given the land. Where a summer 
'allow Is resorted to t) ere le no troubU 
in clearioir the lai d of perennial 
thistles, either by si allow ploving or 
•'y using a cultivator with wide points 
on the teeth, going over tho land at 
•east once every week until August, 
Bind Weed— This it a perennial 
and one of the most difficult weeds to 
eradicate. On account of its twining 
nature and deep roots It can scarcely 
be killed in a single season, even 
where the land is a hoed crop. The 
only way to kill it thoroughly is with 
a summer fallow, worked every eight 
or ten days with a broad shared 
cultivator. 

Couch Ora.ss —To eradicate thin 
troublesome perennial it is advisable 
to plow immediately after harvest, but 
not more than four or five inches deep, 
as the rootlets are near the surface. 
When the weather is dry, the roots 
c m be gathered into rows by means 
of the harrow and sulky horse-rake. 
The spring-tooth cultivator is also 
very effective in drawing the roots to 
the surface where they are not so num 
•irous as to block it up entirely. The 
roots collected should be allowed to 
dry and then burned. A well-worked 
corn or root crop the next year will 
help materially in subduing the weed 
()x-£ye Daisy— The daisy is moat 
troublesome in pasture and sod land 
but is not muchseen in well-cultivated 
fields' It may be got rid of by seeding 
only to clover, cutting this before the 
daisy seids ripen, and plowing up the 
sod afur ihe firtt crop. 

False Flax, Pigeon Weed and 
Chess —All these weeds start to grow 

10 the fall and produce seed the next 
sea on. if fall wbea4 be left out of 
the rotation, they may be readily 
eradicated by regular summer culti* 

alien alter harvett, thus germinating 
and destroying the seed. 

Rag Weed —By growing early 
maturing crops and plowing up tho 
land immediately after tho crops are 
ff, the teed of the Rag Weed will be 
prevented from maturing, and in a few 
ears this weed will be destroyed. 

Wild Oats— This is an annual 
which is very troublesome in some 
S'jctions. It is best to work the laud 
as soon as the crop is taken off, thv.s 
eccouraging the seeds to germinate. 
The next season a heed crop should be 
put in. The second spring the land 
should be sown with some gram with¬ 
out plowing and seeded down to grass. 

11 the land is left in sod for three or 
four years most of the seed will have 
lost its germinating power. 

Wii.D Mlstaud— Although only an 
nnual, this weed is very troublesome 
cn account of the vitality of its seeds. 
They may lie in the ground for years, 
and yet, when brought to tbe surface, 
will germinate. Through surface cul¬ 
tivation from harvest to time of 
fre^Eing up, followed by a hoed crop 
the next spring will largely eradicate 
mustard. It may also be destroyed in 
grain crops by spraying with a two 
per cent solution of copper sulphate at 
the rate of fifty gallons to the acre. 

If the mustard plants are in bloom a 
stronger solution will be necessary,

A .singular phonomcnon ocrurs on the 
borders of the Kcd sen at a plavo called 
Nak<»us, whore Intermittent iinder- 
gnmnil sounds have been heard for an 
unknown mind»er of eenturies. It Is 

r. itn.'itod at about half n mile distant 
from Iho sliore, whence a long reach of 

s. iud .ast'ends rapidly to a height of rWK) 
feet. This reach Is about 80 feet wid# 
jind resembles an amphitheater, being 
w.illed by low rocks. The sounds com¬ 
ing up froiu the ground at this place 
rcmir at Intervals of about an hour. 
They at first resemble a low’ nuirninr, 
but ere long there Is heard a loud 
knocking somewhat like the strokes of 
a hell and which at the end of about 
five minutes becomes so strong ns to 
.agitate the sand. 

The explanation of this curious phe- 
ntiiiienon given by the Arabs is that 
there is a I'onveiit under the ground 
here, and that these sounds are those 
of the bell which the monks rlnfe for 
lMa.\ cr.s. So they call It Nakous, w'hlcb 
iiM'ans a bell. The Arabs nlllnn that 
the noise so frighti'us their eainel.s 
w lien tln'.v hear It as to render them 
furious, riiilosophers attribute the 
son ml to snppressetl volcanic action— 
probably to the bubbling of gas or 
vapors underground.—Newcastle (Eng¬ 
land) (’bronlclc.

Though tho -word doily Is now* re-'' 
stricted In moaning to the small cloth 
that covers a dessert plate, it had 
originally a much wider signiflcfftlon. 
It seems to have been Introduced ns 
a cheap pud fashlonuble fabric, special¬ 
ly for fumincr wear, about the latter 
part of the seventeenth century, for 
Dryden speaks of “dolley petticoats,” 
and Steele in the Tatlcr mentions “a 
doyley suit.” 

The name has been long connected 
with a London firm, trading as lincu 
drapers, In Upper Wellington street, 
Strand, who occupied the great old 
corner house next to Hodsoll’s, th# 
hanker, from Queen Anne’s time to 
1850. Though their name happens to 
bju the same as that of the stuff, there 
is^no authority for linking the two to¬ 
gether.

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JAILS IN JAPAN. ^ 

Discipline Ic Mllltcrr Is Pcras, hmM 
Mcfcrnuiterr la fplrlt. 

A Jflpancfte prliion It tliua described; 
“Imagine a park or garden In the Jttp> 
anese stjrle, with dwarf trees, surround- 
^ by a hedge Instead of a wall, lo 
this park one sees u group of Japa¬ 
nese houses like those occupied by thf 
peasants. The prisoners are all at work, 
proportioned to their physical ability. 
Borne are thrashing and grinding rlcft 
Others are weaving coarse cloth of a 
dark red color of which the prison uni¬ 
forms are made. The old and inflrin 
ore separating leaves of paper. All of 
them receive a percentage of their enr» 
Ings. The younger prisoners ore iu 
school. The discipline is military lo 
form, but In Its spirit reformatory. There 
are few evasions, notwithstanding the 
ojise with which they could be effected. 
One reason for this is the efficiency of 
the Japanese police, which is said to l>e 
the lH* 8 t In the world. The prisoners 
ore divided Into three grades and ars 
differently fe<l, acc'ordlng os they are 
idle and refractory, amenable to disci¬ 
pline or exceptionally well behaved. 
The only other punishment Is solitary 
confinement in a sort of dungeon, not 
‘exceeiling five days. No prisoner may 
I bo discharged, however short hlH terra 
I of sentence, uidess his family or friends 
j assume responHlblllty for him. The re¬ 
sult has l>een the organization of a 
large number of prisoners’ aid socie¬ 
ties.” 


FEVER HEAT. 

^ The Reason Some FraltN Hare the 
Rffert of Coollna the Blood. 

In health the temperature of tht 
bl(K)d Is constant, and even when spots 
' and rashes appear on tlie skin thert 
is no departure from the normal tem¬ 
perature unless there is a cause for 
fever, such as bloo<l poisoning, the in¬ 
vasion of some mlcrphe or serious dla- 
turl)nnce of the nervous system. In 
fevers, when tlie temper.attire ofMhft 
blood is ralseil, vegetables are never 
given, ns the>'‘would not cool the blood, 
I but might hel|» to heat it. 
j Some fruits have cooling properties, 
I ns they contain citric a< l(l, and this 
' forms citrates in tlie bloml and in¬ 
creases tlie persiilration. In si’rlous 
fevers, however, it is much safer to 
give measured quantities of citrates to 
I pro<lu«’e this effect than to trust to thft 
j nm-ertain aetlon of fruit. 

I Trult and fresli vegetables are nntl- 
sorbuties—that is to say, tiiey are ap¬ 
posed to scurvy. Tlie cause of tliis <lis- 
easp Is not idearly understooil. Init it !■ 
certainly due to an ali.s<-nce of tliese 
wholesome constituents from the diet. 
The Hushing of tins skin, with spot! 
and rnslies, popularly <’alled “lieating 
of the blo<Ml,” is relieved and effetft 
matter is eliminated by tlieir usi*. Inaice 
the popular phrase that lliey cool the 
blood.

THE LEGEND OF JAPAN. 


OrlglM of Dot Mlpyoo, Aceordlog to 
Shinto Mvtholoair. 

According to the Bhlnto mythology, 
in the beginning chaos reigned, and in 
it were c'ontalned the germs of all 
things. From chaos was evolved a 
race of heavenly beings termed “ce¬ 
lestial kami,” of whom Izanagl, a 
male, and Izananil, a female, w’cre the 
last. 

These two were Instructed by the 
other deities to descend from heaven 
u»id l>eget Ishinda, and to help them 
on their miHslon they w’ero presented 
with u Jeweled spear. Standing on n 
bridge fioatlng In tlie etlier, they rea<’h- 
ed down and stirred the bHiie and then 
drew up Iho spear. The brine that 
drlp|)ed from this weapon was heaped 
up and became the Island of t)nogoro, 
and on it the pair descended and 
begat several other Islands. 

The first of these was Ilirugo, but as 
It did not meet with the approval of 
the deities it wais put into u boat and 
allowed to float away. The ne.\t w'as 
tiie l.sland of Awn, and so in succession 
were prodm-ed tl o remaining Islands 
of the arcll^u‘hlgo, now teriiuHl by 
Kuropcans ••Japan,” hut by tlie Japa¬ 
nese tlicmselves •'Dal Nli»i>on,” “The 
Great Sunrise.”

"Henceforth the Doiai Lama al¬ 
ways died young. He never attained 
his maiority. No sooner had a Imlai 
rooched the ago of 18 than ho died 
in a mysterious maiisier. thus neces¬ 
sitating the acccssipn of a newborn 
infant *nnd prolonging the Regent's 
term of office. So a Regent was al¬ 
ways in charge of the CTOvomment 
and he has worked in collusion with 
the Chinese Ambans to limit the life 
of the Palai Lamas. Of the last 
four Dalai Lamas,,one died at 11 and 
tho other three at 18. * 

"The present Dalai has tjeen per¬ 
mit tctl to become an exception to 
This rule. As this was a blow 
against the intolerable tyranny of 
China, tho National party which has 
arisen in Tibet, and to whom Chin¬ 
ese interference has become too oner¬ 
ous and distasteful, is credited with 
having saved the present Dalai from 
the fate of his pr^ecessors. Certain¬ 
ly Ho and his Government have 'now 
escaped from the Chln«>sc leadiiu 
strings. j 

"When tho present Dalai, wh^Kwas 
born in 1876, reached the tragic age 
of 18, which is regarded as the limit; 
of a Dalai's life, tho young National 
party by stratagem obtained tho 
ideals of office from the Regent, whom 
.they imprisoned dn a monasUsry, 
'where shortly afterward he died. Tho 
Dalai Lama assumed sovereign pow¬ 
er and deprived tho Chinese Ambans 
of any say in the government. The 
latfter to^fRcials procured an indig¬ 
nant Chinese edict from Pekin, or- 
deiicg that the Regent be reinstated 
and tho seals returned. Meanwhile 
tho Regent died, or was murdered, 
and a new senior Ainban came to 
Lhasa and was bribed heavily to let 
nmtters remain as they were Jle 
suppressed the edict, while at tho 
same time leading the Pekin Govern¬ 
ment to believe that it has been com¬ 
plied with. 

"Afterward the opportunist young 
Lama, profiting by China’s loss of 
prestige through her defeats by Ja¬ 
pan, and afterward by the allied 
armies in 1900, openly refused to bo 
guided by tho Chinese, and these have 
now to confess how powerless they 
are in Tibet and how contemptuous- 
l.v the Tibetans regard their au¬ 
thority, which is now an empty 
force. As recently as 1902, the Chi¬ 
nese Viceroy of the western province 
of Szechuan, which adjoins Tibet, 
had to ask Pekin to send an army 
to Lhasa to moke Chinese power re¬ 
spected."

Taking London and Greater London 
there were in 1901 924,148 inhabi¬ 
ted houses to accommodate the pop* 
ulation 

VO'TES AND ALIENS. 

During the year 1908 the total 
number of votes for Parliamentary 
borough elections was 606,692, in¬ 
cluding 7,886 Freeman of the City 
of London), and for country and 
parochial elections 728,080. The 
number of votes for tho Common 
Council was 25,052. In November 
lost only 47.8 per cent, of the elec¬ 
torate voted at the Borough Coun¬ 
cil elections. Taking the average of 
all London, Woolwich headed the list 
with 69.6, and Paddington was at 
th.e bottom with 85.8 per cent. 

Under the heading census statistics, 
figures are given with reference to 
alien immigration.

country rathoi* then bring it in. 
China would be in a great dilemma 
if it were not for the money sent 
home by its emigrant population —

Make Threats of Terrible Torture 
Unless Ransom is 
Paid. 

James Manino, a well-to-to con¬ 
tractor of 62 Amity street, Brook¬ 
lyn, N. Y., has received a letter from 
his 9-year-old son, Antonio, who 
disappeared Monday, saying that ho 
had Ibeon kidnapped and held for a 
ransom. Another letter received by 
the father indicates that a criminal 
band of Sicilians, known a.s the 
"Black Hand," has the holpfcss child 
and it threatens a more revolting 
outrage than has ever before been 
committed in New York in its name 
if a ransom of $5*0.000 is not forth¬ 
coming. It sends warning that the 
boy's fingers and toes will bo ctit 
olT and the father and mother killed 
if the huge blackmail is not paid. 

LliTrrEU CONl^INS THRKA rs. 

This threat is^conveyed in a jit¬ 
ter from the son, presumably w^-itfen 
undei coercion of the bandits. It 
reads as follows:— 

"Dear Father and Mother,—I am in 
a cave in the country, and I am 
afraid the men are going to kill mo. 
I went to n house in New York with 
a boy. I was taken when it got night 
to the railroad. They took mo far 
into the country, and I had to walk 
a long way after wo got out of the 
train. They took me to a cave. 
They did not give mo only a little 
to eat. There are six men. They 
slap me when I cry. 

"They have all got big knives and 
pistols. They are going to rut oiT 
my fingers and toes if you do not 
pay them the money to get me away 
from the cave. You must pay 
000 now or I will be killed and you 
and mammn will bo killed. 

"You must lake the money to some 
man that you know and they know, 
and you must stop talking to police¬ 
men, or I will be killed right away. 
You must rend the money to-night, 
or I will have my fingers rut off. 
"Your boy. "TONY."

It ie the 
Times of Rusiiia, insomuch as it is 
the most Influential newspaper in ex¬ 
istence fihcre. but it is to a great 
extent officially inspired. The means 
it employs to gain its own ends are 
often iint|^-rupulous in the extreme. 
Should a rival paper become too for¬ 
midable, the controllers of the No¬ 
voe Vreinya use their powerful In¬ 
fluence in high political circles to 
have it suppressed. Consequently 
contemporaries both fear and hate 
the paper which can. when necessary, 
do them so much harm. 

Tha Novoe Vremya is read by all 
who have Government situations.. It 
is their organ, and they believe ev¬ 
erything it prints. Its policy is the 
I very keynote of the Russian Govern¬ 
ment policy; Jews are trampled down 
I by it; Poles and Finn.s they are hos- 
itile to. It also sutlers from Anglo- 
' phobia. It is edited by M. Souvor- 
jine, who changes bis politics when- 
levor the policy of the Government is 
altered. He is progressive and reac¬ 
tionary by turns, the latter, of 
course, at the pre.scnt moment. 

M. Souvorine’s son seven months 
ego produced the Rus.s, which is run 
on diametrically opposite political 
linos to those of the paper controlled 
by his father. It Is a Progressive 
paper to the backbone. On its staff, 
which contains some of the most able 
Russian Joiu-nalistH, is a man who 
has but recently been allowed to re¬ 
turn from Silieria, whore ho had boon 
sent for writing 

AN ANTl-TSAH ARTICLE. 

Some people allege that the Russ 
is not really fighting tooth-and-nail 
against the Novoe Vremya, but that 
M. Souvorino, senior, foi seeing that 
in the near future there will be a 
great split of the Russians into two 
political factions, intends that he, 
witli the pajicr which he has edited 
for so long, should be the lending or¬ 
gan of one side, while the lending or¬ 
gan of the other should be in the 
hands of hi.s son. 

A personal friend of the Tsar, 
Prince UkHtomaky, edits the Pctcr- 
burg.skf Vje.somosti. As it is there¬ 
by somewhat royally protected, it 
has not Mich a great fear of the 
censors, and in consequence its ar¬ 
ticles ar^ of n freer character. It 
fears Germany as Russia’s most pow¬ 
erful enemy, and, unlike the majority 
of its contempornric.s, is friendly dis¬ 
posed to Britain. 

The "largest circulation" of all 
Muscovite newspapers is held by the 
Biischevlya Vlcdomostl. The paper 
with this simple name is published 
twice a nay, ond has the ndvantago 
of being exr’-emcly cheap, us the an¬ 
nual subscription is only four rou¬ 
bles—Hint is, something like $2.50. 

The Rtisskiya Viodomosti i.q the 
principal newspaper with a Progres¬ 
sive policy. It is printed in Mos¬ 
cow. and has a very laige rircnln- 
tion, being read by all professional 
men. i 

St. PeterirtiuK has now but one 
I liberal paper. Jhnt is the Novosti. 
On behalf of the .Tews it takes up 
the cudglcs, and is therefore antng- 
lOnistlc to the Novoe Vremya. It is, 
however, of such slight circulation 
I that it has practically 
I NO INFLUENCE. WHATEVER. 
iTho Novosti believes that had there 
been an Amrlo-Russiun treatv. there

J902—Giiiscppe Catania, a Brook- 
lyii grocer, defied a blackmailing de¬ 
mand of the "Black Hand." and his 
mutllntcd body was found in a sack 
in thi^ bay et Bay Ridg<*. 

1903—Angelo Pocararo, an Eliza¬ 
beth street merchant, disappeared in 
August after receiving "Black FInnd’’* 
letters demanding money. 

1903—Nicola Cappielo, a Brookljm 
dock builder, paid .'51,000 to <tho 
"Black Hand’’ in September, and 
•has been threatened with death about 
once a month since that time. 

1903—Nicola Parella, a Brooklyn 
jeweler, reported to the police in 
December that he had been threaten¬ 
ed by the "Black Hand." He disap¬ 
peared the next day and has been 
missing .since. 

1003—Cammio Fano and Guiocppo 
Cresehino were murdered on the 
street in Brooklyn in December, They 
had been threatened by the "Black 
Hand." The murderers wore not ar¬ 
rested. 

190<1—An a'ttempt was made to 
destroy the store of Antonio Barka- 
lotto, 077-079 Fourt'h avenue. Brock- 
lyn. with dynamite on May 9. He 
had refused to pay money to the 
"Black Hand." 

1901—The front of the store of 
Poggriorale Clro, 2.’)2 P'lizabeth St., 
was blown out with dynamite on the 
night of July 27. He had refused to 
deliver 82,000 to the "Black Hand." 

Hundreds of well-to-do Italians 
have paid tribute to the "Black 
Hand" and kept quiet about it.

Then 
he succeeded in reaching his home 
after travelling through the hot sun 
in the sununer, and late in the after¬ 
noon, having spent the whole day 
almost in delivering probably a small 
amount of milk, aAd arrived at' home 
tired out nnd with his team jaded, 
having with him a lot of clabbered, 
dirty uvilk to feed a lot of hungry, 
scrub calves. 

'This process was discouraging to 
Kim and rofsilted eventually in his 
quitting the business. It was not

DEVOID OF PROFIT. 

The expense connected with handling 
the milk after it was received at the 
skimming station made it necessary 
for the creamery man to pay a - low 
price for the liulter fat. 'I'he effect 
of this poor milk on the calves that 
wore fed had a tendency to jmpres.'^ 
the man with the idea that it 
was impos.sible to raiae a calf on 
skim milk, and it certainly was on 
that kind.

condition. Ijke it, thrive on 

it. and in e^ely instance where usoil 
intelligently are living i-Toofs of the 
feasibility of ra’ising a talf o!i skim 
milk.
